A YEAR IN THE HOBBY 



As I said on the cover, this is my first anniversary issue and as so, I thought I 
would relate my exper-iance so oth ts can benifit from my mistakes! Seriously though, I 
was first introduced to the postal hobby sometime in early August. A few of my friends 
were playing postal gam.es in John Boardman's GRaU^TARK and it seemed interesting so I 
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sent in 4>15 for a game and sub. The game filled fast and started right away* This is what 
I would call stage one. Now came what I bet many novices feel at the start of there first 
postal game. That feeling of anxiety. vths^-e you just can't wait for the mail to comej 
responding to each and every letter you get; sending more letters even if you haven't gotten 
any responcesj the bitter dissapointment when there is nothing in the day's mail etc.. For 
me, this lasted about 2 months before I fianlly realized that the mail would still be waiting 
for me if I wasn't there to greet it when it camel I'm sure most of us have felt this way 
when they first entered the hobby. Anyway, late in August (after GenCon east) two of my 
friends, Ken Halpern and Brian Lorber (Brian now pubs Helcaraxe , which is in these pages.), 
started amking plans to start their own zine, called EREBOR . It first it seemed like a silly 
idea Jsut I helped them type up and collate the first issue and it seemed like fun. I 
decided thet I might try my own hand at publishing. I love to write and I love the game of 
Diplomacy so in early September I sent a note to a couple of publishers asking for plugs 
and that a new zine would be in the mails very soon/ This was phase two. No doubt about 
it I started much too soon. Things worked out well for me but^I was lucky. If anyone out 
there is thinking of publishing, think hard and wait before you do. I mean I hada£tt 
even been in the hobby for more than a month when #1 came out!; The first issue was a garbage 
issue and I'm lucky to have gotten any responce at all. I anounced game openings, gave some 
house rules, bs'ed a little, threw In some <cut*~ fillers (I hardly ever do that anymore), 
wrote a short article on the ethics of letter passing, and somehow managed to fill ten pages. 
Oh yes, I also wrote ina demo game which had been played face to face. Come to think of 
it that was a pretty good idea for the firrt issue though I doubt I would ewer do it again. 
Fretty soon I had a handfull of subbers and a couple of zines w^re trading with ae . Word 
was getting arcund pretty fast. It was around this time that I met John 
Caruso, depicteetdat la ft. John and Kathy Byrne were hosting one of the 
Infamous ByrneCons, this was pahse three. This was my first dippy ccn 
I had ever gone to. and it was fantastic I We from Great Heck got tc 
meet sor\e of the hobby "biggies", learned tips on what to do and not tc do 
with our brand new zines, and of course ^ot to play in several Dip games. 
I remember my first game quite clearly. I had a very powerful France. 
The only power that was a possible threat, was Dan Palter ; s Italy. I 
could save easily won but Dan war also in my Graustark game and I wanted 
tc prove to him that I was reliable and trustworthy so I euggest.ed a two 
way draw which quickly passed. Ken hen, what a stinker I ami I'm now 
at twelve centers in that game and Dan's at one! Oh well, I'm still gonna 
g«t killed by an even bigger Russia but I was quickly learning the right ways to jet by in t 
the hobby. Issue #2 was a smashing success. 11. pages long, I introduced the letter cfclumn 
and Anduin was graced by letters from such hobby i reats as Rod Walker, Fred Davis, John 
Caruso, John Beshera, and Kathy ^yrne . Letter columns are wonderful things. They are an 
easy way for the average dipper to take part in the zlne and tc be able to say something to 
a large and captivated audeince . Anyway, controversy became my middle name. jiric Ozog, 
printed up a humorus attack on me and Ken, calling us pseudonyms of John Boardman in his zine, 

Diplomacy by Moonlight . However, at the time, I did not think it was funny. Ken and I had 
no idea Ozog was Jurt funnin' us. We took it seriously and overreacted. Ken just a bit 
more radically than mo, but we both fought back. This was phase four, the classical hobby 
feud. Well, some harsh words were exchanged, especially between Ozog and Halpern, but 
fortunately, things worked out ok.

I was always looking to t et n-w tuDtcribers tnd 
traders,' and to start more and more gan.es. l got countless warnings about burning out and 
not to let myself get overloaded and -'m happy to say that I think the message r.as finally 
sunk in. §h was an inbetveen issue coming 15 days aftar #3 and 1$ days before #5. as 1 can 
see I was already quite thick into the publishing er.tick. ffl was really so sprecxal as 
it just updated the HR's a bit and added the kingmaker HR's. I picked up an orphan and 
another gamestart. At this ooint Erebor folded eft-jr its third issue. This placed a lot 
of doubt on the life expectandency of Anduin but, I'm still here guys 1 #5 gave my view on 
fakes and my policy towards them plus more of the sane usual stuff. #6 came in digest 
format and that is the way it has been ever since. I happen to like it a lot more because 
it allocs me to get in more material for a Trailer cost. ^ also like the way it locks. 
Though I guess it's all a matter of opinion. #7 was the first issue done on the computer 
which improved the zine's look 10C#. The next few issues and this one included were when ^ 
I was at' the highest that Anduin had yet gotten. "With issues as large as 2L pages which is 
a lot for me. More games start and the letter column grows to six to ten pages an issue. 
I started adding a couple of new houssrules each issue which culminated with #11 and the new, 
updated HR's; these ought to last me for some time., I hope 1 #8 is more of the sane plus 
Brian Lorber starts Helcaraxe . I'll admit that H hasn't lived up to what I hoped it would 
be but Brian seems to be shaping up. Whether he*~folds or not, he will continue his games 
until their completion. No one's going to get screwed by any of us here in Great Neck. We've 
got a reputation to earnl #'s 9 and 10 more of the same good stuff. Then came the problems. 
#11 came out two weeks late, as did #12, and I didn't publish in June due to tests that I 
was taking. So some games ended up being delayed as long as two months. Tlot v-.ry good and 
it certainly didn't help my Leeder poll rating 1 That's okay, I expect tc do poorly in the 
gm'ing section. Mot because I'm bad (I'm certainly not especially good), but because I'm 
new and just learning. Next year will be better, I garuantee you. As for #13, well, here 
we arel This is shaping up to oe a good issue so fer. One thing's for sure, I've certainly 
learned a lot in the past year! This is a tough kind of article to write because so much 
has happened in the past year. My current involvement in the hobby includes publishing 
Anduin, gm'ing 9 games, playing in 11 games (including 2 variants), and subbing to numerous 
other zines. That's quite a lot for now'. I couldn't handle any of the hobby services but 
I'm always more than ha; py to offer my opinion. I'd say I'm a fairly reliable player. My 
only NMR's have come through mistakes. i.e. Not being able to get through to the gm, 
not realizing I have an immediate return deadline, and an oldy but a goodyj the mail "service") 
I'm lowering the number of games I am in as it is really hard to keep up with 11 games for me 
at least. I don't see how some of these people play in 20+ games 1 But, each to Jais own I 
guess.
